THE PUBLIC LANDS, 

So vitally important to a right so- 
lution of the labor troubles is the 
right solution of the land question, 
that wo reproduce from last issue 
the following extracts from a ebren 
lar issued by the “Land Reform 
Teague” of New York, We do this 
not because we think that Presi- 
dent Cleveland is the first and “only 
man to point out a legal remedy 
for the whale curso of monopoly,“ 
hut because Mr, Devyr shows most 
clearly that monopoly can have no 
legal title ta the lands held by it; 
and also that he who “holds his 
home by natural right and posses- 
sion and improvements” is tho only 
man who can rightfully ond legally 
Jay claim to land. Mr, Devyr says;

III I: ON OF SPELCH, 
In last week's issue we spoke in- 


right of free speech and free press 
in Chicago. A friend has sent us 
the following “Open Letter to the 
American Press,“ taken from the 
„New York Volkszeitung, a moder- 
ate rocialistie paper, and bitterly 
opposed to the rantings of Spies, 
Ilost, Parsons, ete.” We think 
this open letter takes the only sensi- 
ble and logical ground that an 
American, and secularist, can take 
in the matter. It has been urged, 
on the contrary, that although the 
Constitution forbids Congress to 
make any “law abridging the free- 
dom of speech and of the press,” 
it docs not prohibit states and 
municipalities from doing so. With 
equal truth and point it might be 
argued that Congress cannot make 
laws abridging or denying the 
right of equal suffrage or the 
right of trial by jury, but that be- 
caso Congress cannot io these 
things it does not follow that states 
and municipalities may not thus 
abridge the rights of the citizen. 
Tousit appears evident that the 
design of this constitutional pro- 
vision isto make it the duty of 
Congress to see that the right of 
free speech and free press shall not. 
be abridged by the states and the 
muneipalities. 

For ourselves, however, as 
autonomists, rather than as govern. 
mentalists, wo would mako our 
argument from the stand-point of 
equal jpstice, rather than from that 
of statute law. Under equal justice 
no man can deny to another the 
tight or freedom to use threatening 
language, Words are not deeds, 
and it is not the province of civil 
law to take preventive measures 
agninst remote or possible conso. 
quences of words, no matter how 
violent or inecendiary.“ If erime 
is committed against person or 
property, it might, perhaps, be 
legitimate for’ the jury or judge 
tu inquire how much of the respon- 


sibility for such erimo rests on the 
shoulders of him who by word in- 
cited to deeds of violence. But

How the chief polico rufan of Chieugo tare 
hol on his censorship may be geen lu the fols 
lowing special Herald dispatch of yesterday: 

“Ever sinço the troubles of Jast Thursday 
night the puper hns been under the censorahlp 
of Superintendent of Police Ebersold, and its 
probt slipe hase heon carefully examined, 
Necho nrgued that the polico would not dare 
to interfere with his vtitorinis. When the 
paper was ready to bo prluted Culot Ebersold 
Inspected it. lie used his blue pencitin earn- 
ent.

nut how this chief of police carried on 
his conagreblp is immaterial, That he did 
carry it on, that aservant of the sovercign 
and free people, acting under the conatitution 
at the United States,should have lent h'maclf 
to auch a gross infraction of that fundament- 
al law, that {fs the main issue. 

Article 1, of the amendments to the consti- 
tution ofthe United States, xays: 

“Congress shall make no law abridglug the 
frecdom of speech or of the press. 

As long as this urticle fa inthe constitution 
every one whe interferes with tho Hberty of 
the press or establishes u censorship over it Is 
gulity of high treason against the personal 
rixhta and liberties of the citizen, 

It may be urged that at tho time thera ex- 
fisted an exceptional state of affalra in Chicago, 
nnd that the continued appenrance of the 
“anarehistle Incendlary sheet’ would have 
endangered the pence of the entire city. 

Wunt a wretched argument, In the first place, 

ft Is not true that in Chicago the conditlons 
are such that n general uprising could have 
taken place in consequences of the explosion 
ofnsingle dynamite bow That is tho old 
arguinent which kus been nsed from time im- 
memorial by all oppressors and tyrants in 
order to crush every move for fiberty. “The 
mulntengnce of order requires It.“ rns the cry, 
even of those agulnet whom your ancestors 
have raised the bulwark of your own con- 
stitution,

Wo know jt and call your attention pub- 
Hely to the fact that the latter is tho case, 
that your Nberty has become n lie long ago, n 
mere thin disgulse, a fraud nud arham. under 
whieh you prolect your business interests 
and which is thrown aside the moment there 
is tho leustdanger to those interests. 

We know that, and we know that our np- 
peu! will not be noticed because you would 
henshumed to nnswer. And yet we uppeal to 
you, WIn you quietly atand by and aco that 
in thls country, nt the first, pretext, tho whip 
of censorship As swung over you?

OWNERSHIP OF LAND,

“But how about your advice to 
the landless to seize the land of the 
monopolists? These men have 
paid their money for their lands.“ 

»Some of them have paid a 
merely nominal price; others have 
paid nothing at all. The govern 
ment has assumed a right it did not 
possess, and is therefore itself a 
robber. Even President Cleveland 
—servant of Capitalism as he 1s, 
on the money question—admits 
that the people have Deen robbed 
of their right to land, by the gener- 
al government, [See article, ‘Light, 
Light, in this and last issues of 
Luciven.] It is always lawful for 
an owner to reclaim his own, no 
matter how often it has changed 
hands amorg a brotherhood of 
thieves. Then let the people as- 
sort their right to this stolen 
lomain, If government has simply 
made a mistake, let it correct that 
mistake at once, and settle with the 
monopolists as best it can. But if 
the government will not compel 
these Jand thieves to e 
their ill-gotten booty, then let the 


landless people assert their in- 
alienable right to the use of 
enough soil to sustain life. Let 


them get possesion of this land, 
peaceably ar they can, forciély if 
they must.“ Whenever any govern- 
ment proves traitor to the trusts

Among recent contributions to 
the literature of Social Science in 
the very important department of 
reproduction, none, perhaps, ranks 
highey than Dr., E. B. Foote, jr's, 
“The Radical Remedy in Social 
Science, or Borning Retter Babies 
through Regulating Reproduction 
by Controlling Conception.”

When tho art of printing was dise 
covered the charch becume nt vuce its 
determined enemy, Tho bishop of Lon- 
don is said to have declared that “If we 
do not destroy thiadangorous invention 
it will one day destroy us.“ Not being 
able to prevent the advance of learning 
the churches have over since done their 
utmost to control it in their own interest, 
and to claim the honor of being the true 
friends and promoters of science. Not 
only by founding denominational or 
sectarian colleges and seminaries, but by 
obtuming control of the secular schools, 
Mr. Taylor asks us to point him if we 
can “toa single noblo thing infidelity 
has wrought.” It is true thut Iuſidolity 
has not sought to found sectarian schools. 
Infidelity asks only that science and 
morality anmixed with superstition, bo 
taught in the schools. Thomus Jeffor- 
non, ope of the most noted infidels of 
his time, is said to lave been tho father 
of the American Free School systom, 
but like everything else that the church 
has laid its hand upon, this system has 
becn most shamefully perverted from its 
original design. To-day in nearly every 
so-enlled free school in the Innd Chris- 
tian theology is taught at the expensoof, 
and in defiance of the rights of, unbe- 
Nevers in that theology.

Happiuose, chap. 2, you defino happiness 
as “a durable state of pleasant sensa. 
tions,” and say that “it is the result of an 
intelligent use of all our faculties.” 
Italics are mine. Elsewhere and at 


orense of plensnut sonsations.“ I caro- 
fully montion these definitions because 
I wish to show what I consider their 
radical defectivoncss, I must do this, or 
by default confess myself in error. Ide- 
fine pleasure (seo Pursuit of Happiness, 
chap, 1) ns “tho omotion caused by the 
gratification of any of our desires; linp- 
piness as “the emotion caused by the 
gratification of our normal desires’! I 
claim that complox gratifications ate 
justas truly pleasurable as simple onos, 
that, in fact, whenavor we gratify any 
desire, even that lo weep or moan, we 
experience pleasure. Instoad of reparate 
ing ploasuro from happiness, I separate 
ploasure into normal and abnormal, tho 
former constituting happiness. I agree 
with you that a man's religion should be 
tho pursuit of happiness. 

Itis practically impossible (such is 
the intimate sympathy of ihe various 
semsory nerves) to experience singlo 
ploasures, but even if it wore possible 
there would be nothing necessar ly op- 
posed to happiness in their singlonoss, 
If I should be confiued ina dark room 
into which a ray of sunshine ovcasionnlly 
penetrated, my pleusure in that light 
would, I contend, be capable of boing 
unalloyed happinces, even though no 
other senso but that of sight woro grati- 
ged,  Vory complex plenaures may bo 
vory unhappy ones, and very simple ones 
may be most happy. The thirsty dog 
lappiug at tho pool, muy be far happier 
than his master, whe with marvelous 
military genius is conquering na- 
tions. It is not tho singleness or com- 
ploxily, but the normality of n gratifica: 
tion that determines whether it be a 
happy one or not. This distinction you 
do not make because you deny tho exist” 
enco of Justice, and doclare that the only 
law of right isthe infamous doctrine of 
Alight: “To the victor belongs the 
spoils.” This leaves the otherwise fair 
proportions of your philosophy, bono- 
less and flabby as d rickety child, yet in- 
fested with n virus that brings foul ul- 
cors whero the huno of health should 
assort itself. Things act and chango ac- 


cording to certain fixed methods arising 
fromthe very necessity of their own 


propertios and their rolations to rach 
other. "These methods of action are an · 
thropomorphically termed Lawa of Na- 
ture, Thero are natural relations which 
produce harmony, aud natural relations 
which ure stationary mis-relations or 
eleo relations of activa conflict, The 
harmonious relations aud the laws 
that govern them constitute Natural 
Justice, and tho mis-relations and con» 
eta (which aro just as much under 
natural law as tho harmonics) constitutes

to itself. ‘lo tho universe nothing is 
wrong, beonuse it cannot suicide, nei - 
ther is thore any other power that can 
destroy its identity, but with tho lessor 
organisms sel{-existenco becomes parne 
mount, Everything that promotes solle 
dovelopment becomes right and just. 
Here then is tho scientiflo basis of Jus- 
tico and Injustice, Right and Wrong, 
the normal und the ubnormal, We test 
the rightnoss and justice of any desire 
hy tho benefits that flaw from its gentis 
fication. If it conducea to our existence 
and beneficial dovolopment we stamp it 
as normal aud its ploasure ns 
happiness. IIore is n scientifio test 
which enables me always to decido (in 
proportion to my knowledge and intolli- 
genco) what is truly right or wrong, 
what is truly happy or unhappy, what is 
truly just or nojnst. 

Durability of ploasant sensations hus 
nothing to do with tho proprioty of call. 
ing them happy. The most momentary 
plonsuro may bo truly a huppy one, it 
normal, and plensures that endure for n 
life time may bo abnormal and opposed 
to happiness. And these durable abs 
normal pleasures may “increase” up to 
the limit of tha organism to endure 
thom, and still bo unhappy; all the mora 
soon that account. And tho intelligent 
use of any one or several fucultios may 
produce happiness as surely na tho use 
of all. Toward the closoof your locturo 
you stated that sympathy was co-rclative 
with strength, that the successful busie 
ness Wan was the man to go to for oni- 
ciont sympathy, ote A curious propo» 
sition this, it seoms to me, and ono 
squarely at varianco with every-day ob- 
servation of facta, So much so that L 
would sooner defend tho idoa that weak. 
noss wag the parent of sympathy, if 
forced to take either horn of the dilemmn. 
Sympathy ismerely one phase of that 
nervons sousibillty, or perceptivity,—- 
that sixth sense-—which constitutos no- 
tural clairvoyance, and it enables us to 
understand, and, ng 1t were, feel in ours 
selves the emotions of others. It is 
largely under tho control of the will, and 
can be cultivated, Manifestly it stands 
in the way of those who conquer or con- 
trol others by compulsion, . e., by iniliet- 
ing pain. Therefore as the world has 
horetofore beon a battle fold in which 
the florcest have chiefiy survived, it is 
plain, ia it not, that the tendency has 
over been for tho strong to crush ont 
their sympathios? Asa mattor of fact 
children (in proportion to their dovelop- 
ment) are more sympathetic than adults, 
girls than boys, women than mon, and 
feeble old people than lusty middlo- 
agod onos; that is to say, the groator 
sympathy is usually found in the lesser 
strength. Lot me give you an illustra- 
tion: A now clearing in a Wostern for- 
est; the settler, knife in hand, in front of 
hig rude cabin, is fighting for lifo with 
n bear that haa attneked him. IIuddlod 
in tho doorway like a covoy of frightened 
partridges aro his wife and children 
Can you imagine thoir sympathy? Yet 
they are powerless, The children cau 
only shriek, tho woman can only guzo 
with agonized intereste Suddenly the 
durk form of'an Indian flitsinta the clont- 
ing. Hus he any sympathy with thoro 
suffering ones? Nota bit! Tho white 
ſeur-stnined faco of the wife, the cries of 
the infants, provoke only n contemptu- 
ous smilo. He rather hates the white 
man than otherwise, und watebes tho 
grent black claws dig into the whilo 
quivering flesh nud the blood drip from 
the torn shirt, with malicious dolight. 
But has not the white man a barrel of 
whisky in his cellar? Has he vot many 
u leat of tobnoco hung in his loft? Will 
ho not sharo them with the man who 
helps? Ugh! Quick as lightning tho 
rifle-stock prossos the shoulder, a cruel 
black eyo Hashes through tho sights; 
thero is uspitetul reportand a puff of 
smoke and Bruin falls like toud, with u 
bullet in hia brain, The man is saved, 
and by the strong, but not by sympathy. 
‘The surgeons who amputato n soldier's 
limb havo usually Jess sympathy for him 
than the gontle nurse who is only their 
assistant, avd she losa than tbo helplossly 
awkwand conntry girl who may witness 
his pain, Tho barons and knighta of the 
Middle Ages wero tho strong of their 
time. How much was their sympathy j 
with tho miserable peasants they starved 
and robbed. Aro the middle classes 
more sympathetio with the poor than, 
their follow poor? Are the Vanderbilts 
and Goulds the most sympathetic men in 
America? Relations of harmony and 
friendship aro the conditions under 
which alone sympathy can develop, and
